E mbedded in the sandy shore of 

-Lake Eric, near the town of Vermilion. Ohio, 
are the decayed timbers of some long-forgotten ship. 
The timbers have been there since the boyhood of 
the town's earliest inhabitant. No one knows what 
ship it was that drove upon the sands there, perhaps 
a century ago, and was buried in them as the drifting 
years passed. Na one knows—and, until recently, 
no one cared. e ' 

But not long ago some antiquarian or other an¬ 
nounced his belief that this rotting hulk was the wreck 
of one of jjhe warships which fought in a battle on 
Lake Erie in 1612, After the battle an attempt was 
made tq lake the ships to an American port. One 
of the vessels, however. Was so riddled by shot that 
it was not worth the effort. So, according to the 
antiquarian's story, the officer in charge moved its 
* stores and equipment and let it go ashore, a total loss. 
When this story came out, interest in the old 
hulk was suddenly stimulated. Metropolitan papers 
wrote stories about it. People camo to look at the 
old timbers, poke at them, and moon over them. An 
did wreck—that was something; but the hulk of an 
old-time war vessel was something exciting, something 
. wosth going to see, something fit to be talked

A lthough it is only a byelec- 

tion, occasioned by the death of Hon. j. F. 
■*" Mahoney, who wax Minister of Natural Resources 
in the Rhodes government. Nova Scotia is especi¬ 
ally interested in the contest which is scheduled for 
January 21.

With this prospect in view it is natural the 
Liherajs should exert every effort to elect their 
standard-bearer, who is Mr. R. E. Finn. K.C.. while 
the government’s nominee is Hon- G. H. Murphy, 
minister without portfolio. The chief line of attack 
upon the ministry appears to be the Premier’s failure 
to live up to his promise to take the people into h,is 
confidence in connection with the government’s finan¬ 
cial policy, particularly as it concerns the provincial 
accounts for the fiscal year ending last September. 
The Halifax Chronicle reminds him that although 
three months now have elapsad. the public is still in 
the dark as to the exact condition of the province*!

It is not a simple matter at this distance, of 
course, to gauge accurately the issues upon which the 
two parties in Nova Scotia are divided, or what will 
have the most influence with the electors.

IfitlkdiiitL 
the’sun and all visible stars, was racing at a 200-mile- 
a-second clip in a vast whirl. At the estimated speed 
of 720,000 miles an hour, this means the whirl is 
about 2,000 time* faster than man has ever traveled, 
since the record established by a British pilot in last 
year’s Schneider Cup races was a mere crawl of about 
356 miles an hour. 

The layman’s interest in Dr. Plaskett’s paper lies 
i\pt in the discovery to which he refers., He ex¬ 
periences no particular giddiness through these amaz¬ 
ing antics of the universe. It is not necessary for him 
to stanch on the street corner and wait for his house 
to come by. But he naturally is proud of the fact 
that a fellow townsman continues to direct world¬ 
wide attention to the important and highly-lechnical 
work which is carried on at the Dominion Astro- 
physical Observatory on Little Saanich Mountain. Dr.

Less than half of the newsprint consumed ln the 
United States to produced 1ft American territory. Much 
leas than half Is produced from wood grown on 
American soil. As the year* pa**, the proportion* both 
of paper produced and wood grown in this country 
will decrease and dependence of American newspapers 
upon companies under foreign control will increase. 
The dangers are obvious and have been obvious for more 
than twenty years, but the newspaper men who have 
described and warned of tbe peril have for the most 
part wasted tj^elr energy. The past month has furnished 
the first evidence that the perils are not imaginary. 
There will be more evidence, as time brings stability 
to Canadian newsprint production and increased de¬ 
mand ln the United States.

Our 
association with matter to tamporary; that we 
can go on without matter must seem to them 
comparatively obvious. Life Is. es It were, some¬ 
thing that condenses upon this planet, and then 
evaporates whence It came.

SCHILLER 


By PATRICK BRAYBROOKE 


A OEF-MAN poet born in 1759. Hla birthplace 
was Marback on the Neckar. Moot of hla 
schooling waa received at Ludwlgaburg. where we 
find the poet quite absorbed in the study of the 
classics. After leaving school Schiller soon found, 
however, that the atudy of law bored him to 
death. He changed and became a medical student. 
But If he was not keen on the laws of the land, 
h' was hut a little more keen on the laws of the 
body. ^ 

However, he went on with hla medical studies 
manfully enough, and eventually took hla degree. 
On achieving the distinction of becoming a “de¬ 
gree" man. gchlller became a physician m the 
army of Wurtemberg. 

In 1781 be published one of hla early works. 
"The Robbers." and leas than a year afterwards U 
waa performed at Mannheim. 

In the latter part of 1783 Schiller himself went 
to Mannheim, where he wae cordially received by 
the then director of the theatre. Dal berg. At 
Mannheim Schiller worked hard, and In the 
course of about a year produced two tragedlea. 
Like 'The Robbers." they depict something of 
the wild enthusiasm of a youngpoetic spirit. 
The next year he Wt 

theatre-poet. At this time he translated "Mac¬ 
beth" and added somt alterations. He also trans¬ 
lated some French plays. 

The year 1785 witnessed the first number of 
Thalia, a miscellany on the drama, edited by 
Schiller. Then came hla Philosophical Letters, a 
picture of hla own philosophical atandpolnt— 
that is the belief in Deism. In the spring of this 
year- he removed Into Saxony and went to reside 
quite near Leipzig. Here he wrote an ode called 
"Ode to Joy," which le acknowledged to be one 
of hie finest creations. Then onoe more restless* 
he departed down to Dresden. Here be finished ' - 
Don Carlos. ^ ~ 

In 1789. on the recommendation of Ooethe. he 
eras appointed to the TThalr of History it Jena.

EFFECT OF DEMONSTRATED SURVIVAL 
ON RELIGION 

The tone of Sir Oliver's book la aa reverent, 
as deeply religious aa that of "In Memorlam." 
In hu opinion Christianity has nothing to fear 
from the demonstration of human survival be¬ 
yond the material body. "Thu proof. would 
show." he says In hie last chapter, "that life is 
not limited to Its material forma 6f manifestation, 
that It U more than a mere function of animated 
matter, and that its explanation U to be sought 
. in a region outside that matteV ... If we 
aak what Influence demonstrated survival may 
have upon conduct, we arc entering the field of 
ethics, and eacn must judge for himself what 
the effect would be if we knew for certain that 
hla own personality, hla own character, would 
continue, that' there was no getting away from 
It. and that it would be either a blessing or a 
burden for vest epochs of time. 

"On the whole It would seem likely Co increase 
hie feeling of responsibility, and might stimulate 
a desire to Mam more of what hoe been taught 
by the higher of the eons of men about deep and 
apparently eternal thlng*?-^.

When he walked into court, 
the lawyer woe aghast to find a whole bevy of 
young women who claimed to have been married 
to the prisoner within the apace of the last few 
months. The case seemed hopeless and Hall ad¬ 
vised his client to plead guilty. . "Nothing of the 
kind," said the prisoner indignantly, "this la a 
dear case of mistaken Identity. Communicate 
with Abe gaolyat Sydney. Australia, and you will 
find that-1 wba there at the time I am supposed 
to have committed—Uriee offences. Btr Edward 
Hal! then sent a telegram with name and descrip¬ 
tion of hla client, tb Sydney. and. to the amsse- 
ment of evety peraoh^oo n de m ed. a reply n gg no v* 
immediately confirming the prisoner's statement. 
Hie alibi waa perfect end he went out from the 
court a free man, all the "wives" goggle-eyed at 
the strange miscarriage of justice. Cream never 
confessed to hla lawyer, but Marshall concluded 
in Jater years that the wily "Dr." had a double 
in the underworld, and thky went by the aame 
-names and used each others* terms of Imprison¬ 
ment aa alibis for each other.

Many of the cases 
ora exciting, others ere curious, still others reveal 
the humors of court trials One of the' beet of 
the brief stories relates the conduct of e case 
before the Privy Council. An. Irish lawyer. 
Geofeghan. with Hal! sable junior, appeared to 
support an appeal on beiretf of a Jack the Ripper 
of Australia, Deeming by name. Deeming waa 
sentenced to be hanged, but his counsel put up 
the plea of insanity. When Oeorgeghan waa talk¬ 
ing at great length to the Privy Council. Hall his 
Junior.,who had Just received a telegram which 
he thought the Irishman-should ititT ptii£fte<!‘"’hi* 
gown till at last the counsel's patience was ex¬ 
hausted. "Don't dare to interrupt me when I 
am addressing this eounrt." he whispered at 
the top of hie voice.

Poetry for Children '*>“ UBM 


I N ORDER to discuss poetic technique one j 
must be able tb give a good definition of i 
poetry. To be asked to define the undeflnable 
la like bounding the Sargasso Sea in the North I 
Atlantic, always shifting and drifting about with I 
Its medley of wreckage of blood, bespattered, head- | 
less, phantoms to some other point of view on the 
hoftxon and beneath variable store of destiny In 
the gloaming. 

I'm. literally, "all at sea" aa to the quality 
and exact whereabouts of this phantom that I'm 
to tackle and dissect. , 

When a lad. in my straight-jacket at school. 

I,, was taught, according to old Hart's Rhetoric, 
that "poetry Is the product of a.creative or excited 
imagination with the primary object to please." 

I set It down that that was the gospel truth, 
and. hence, the "end uv the hull matter." and. _ 
early In my teens, r started accordingly to cut’ 
put my poetical winding sheet. Hut. when a 
poetic critic came along and said that the word 
"gosh.” was a poem, I fell over dead, metaphoric- 

had best be no resurrection in my individual 
case, other than on th« -assumption that thla 
came under the definition aa the product of an 
“excited imagination." 

A myriad times, I implored m y creative 
genius (?) to grind out a poem according to 
Hart, but aha, absolutely, refused to work. So* 

I settled down In the Sargasso Sea of literary 
driftwood Just to "let *er go Oallagher." regard¬ 
less of the destiny of poetic criminals before me 
I read and copied Cowper and Poe. but soon 
felt that I waa drifting into some ghastly offing 
of the sea from which I could not bxtricate my¬ 
self. So. 1 left the "Sofa" to rot on my beck 
porch, and the "Raven" on the old smoke-house j 
door, to creak or croak their wierd laconics of 
life, and started out aa a rhymster on my own 
hook, "two-fur-a-ntek." sink or swim, aurvtva 
or per lab. 

In thla high collared literary age. poetry la 
defined aa "that indefinable expression of feeling 
that thrills with spontaneous rhythm that la 
qnforge table." 

Now. there, dear readers; you hava it In a 
nutshell, so. help yourself to the delicacy, even 
If It baa been dug out with an Iron spoon. It 
aounda good, anyhow. Bo much for the definition. 

Turning over the musty pages of poesy. I 
recall the pugilistic encounters that I hod aa a 
«>Uefe barbarian with Homer, and Virgil, end 
Horace. Aeschylus, and Pindar, or such parts 
thereof, as I succeeded In reading, and I Imagined 
that I was walking the tight rope with Dante, 
part of the time, while trying to talk with these 
spim* of Ed In their poetic tongues in Hades, 
fearful that I might laee my balance, anytime, 
and go cavorting into the seething sea of oblivion. 

I. finally extricated myself from this heinous 
predicament, and. much to my delight. I actually 
carried away some of .the "roast bacon" of their 
poetical fervor with my sheepskins. 

Little of the substance stuck fast, but the 
n>lrlt of the great ^dfkmaa portrayed remains 
with me. with much of the thrill and fervor of 
their poetic setting*. 

V vfrja .tephnique^rAha-iFaench language . 
has contributed most largely the old hexameter 
line that has prevailed in much of the Elisa - 
bethtan poetry, especially Spenser's "Fsiry Queen." 

Tb* lines in lambic consist of twelve syllables 
and possess a severe rigidity of form with ho 
run-in lines, or overlapping from one to the negt. 
but having two absolutely equal parts. Such 
contributed a difficult style in writing. Poe 
criticised the use of the hexameter line aa being 
too "pompous" and more suited to the thunder¬ 
ing caravana of Spenser's romantic "Fairy Queen" 
than to his portrayal of the philosophy of human 
weel. aa given in hUb*‘Essay on Man." and hla 
translation of Homer’s “Iliad," where he uses 
the Iambic pentameter 

Of the Victorian poets. Owen Merldlth makes 
use of the hexameter lino in his ’ LucUe." 

The English language la not nearly ao rich in 
rhyme and rhythm as are most other tongues. 
It is held that a rhyme, to be perfect, "must com¬ 
mence on an accented syllable, and that from 
the accented vowel of the syllable to the end. 
the two or more word* intended to rhyme mugt 

be identical in Bound;**'-r*\- “ 

» Amateurs attempt to rhym* such word* as 
"knight” and "might/’ when they are in no 
sense rhyming word*, since "there must always 
be a contrast of sound before the same sounding 
accented vowel." 

When tb* young aspirant, for favor with the 
muse, so violates poetic diction as to attempt 
to use "dime" and "line" as rhyming words, ire- 
needs an antidote that will rid him of such 
poetic subterfuge. 


P DETRY for children is quite different from 
poetry for adults, although no on# who is 
rhythmically attuned can fell to enjoy a poem 
hreathlng the charm of childhood. In fact, oft- 
times children’* poems strike a deeper spring of 
emotions in adults than poems of a mature 
nature. 

The reading of children’s poems causes one. 
matters not how old, to live the life of the child. 
Poetry for children haa a charm all Ita own. 
Walter Barnea says In his book, “The Children’s 
Poets." "Poetry for children is a special kind of 
poetry as distinctive aa pastorals, as sonnets, os 
humorous vers*. It la neither higher nor lower 
than other forma of poetry. It la merely different." 

First of all. It Is poetry to be considered as 
poetry; secondly. It Is poetry written specifically 
lor children. 

In selecting poems for children great care 
should be taken In Ctoooelhg only the poems 
written especially for children, that la, poems 
expressing the characteristics and temperamenta 
of children: poems appealing to the Imagination* 
and embotiona of children; not "poems written 
about children like Blake's that appeal to the 
old whose own childhood Is now to them *<distant 
fairy world, a# the man’s life is to the child." 

If children were always given poetry written 
for them and not about them, they would un¬ 
consciously' grow Into a deeper appreciation for 
literature In general, thereby developing a sense 
of beauty and power. 

ChUdicu are naturally rhythmical and de¬ 
light in the beauty of word* and the music of 
metre and rhyme. Therefore, they should be 
given poems that will sing themselves into their 
memories. One author has said that "poetry Is 
the music of literature." an o th er- hoe said that 
"poetry is the language of music." It may be 
Added that poetry la the language of childhood. 
Certainly children are poet* at heart, living partly 
in the world of make-believe, where they are 
constantly weaving dreams for themselves. 
Andrew Lang has expressed it well In his "Blue 
Poetry Book" when he aays: "Of tbo child a 
enthusiasm for poetry and the life he leeda by 
himself In poetry. It la difficulty to apeak Words 
cannot bring back the pleasure now discerned in 
the far distant past like a dream full of witchery, 
music and adventure."

In vtr* litre, aa championed by Amy Lowell. 
John O. Fletcher and others, we haV* a distinct 
abandonment of the metric foot with rhyme and 
rhythm as aet forth, so perfectly, in Oray'a 
"Elegy.' in "Mogg Megone” and "Snowbound" of 
Whittier, and the "Widow of Crecentuls." by 
Felicia Hamans. Por rhythm and atately measured 
tread, non* of the moderns can excel Longfelllow's 
"Evangeline" *n<k Bryant's "ThanatopsU.” 

Amy Lowell defines thla form as having what 
it termed "organic rhythm.” embracing the entire 
line of utterance of the poet, while marching 
completely around a shrine of thought as did tha 
ancient Greek poets 

While encircling completely the altar of some 
deity, the Oreek worshippers used what la termed 
the "strophe" In their Incantations, embracing 
the entire line, not the metric foot, aa their 
basis. 

Walt Whitman stands as the dutran^ing apostle 
of this school, aa shown in hi* "Leaves of Ores*" 
that set the pace for Amy Lowell. Job- _^oer 
and a hoot of other leaser light* who hare 
thought to hark back Into the gloaming of the 
poetic cadenoes of th# ancient Oreek. £om* have 
gone down to oblivion, and the world Is bettor off 
because of their regr#table demise, sc early In the 
history of the movement. 

To its cifdlt. verst llbre mein tains balance, 
and plays to eom* -extent with alliteration and 
assonance, embracing certain phases of resem¬ 
blance between words, and not the matching of 
vowel sounds, as In “willow" and "yellow " 

Of this school. John Crowe Ransom ventures 
out oh thinner ice. showing a tendency to play 
with the oblique or off color In a more pro¬ 
nounced manner by the use of such contrasting 
sasonanoe aa "fallen" and “sullen." "little" and 
"beetle." * -r - 

As a poetic perversion, the use of ainonsnee 
la shown, particularly in Fletcher's 'Breaker* and 
Granite.” Amy Lowell'a "Can Grande* Castle*" 
and "Uganda,” and Ransom's "Chills and ^rer." 
breaking away from tbl* unfriendly, self-centred 
form of verse aa Mag Eastman terms the "un¬ 
sociable poets" and revorslon to the more realistic 
And neighborly form of vers*. Locked In the cell 
of the Selfe/thla school hu sought to give us a 
thrill, but 1U worth hu gotten little further than 
their own narrow casements of Individual Ideals, 
wnerein the use of words fall far short of identi¬ 
fication u to meaning 

Evidently the modernists are beating back

In the earlier times Great Central Lake 
was called “Mo-holth" by the' Indians who in¬ 
habited the area. The lake is about twenty- 
four miles long and varies in width from three- 
quarters to two and one-half miles. The new 
town of Great Central Sawmill il ideally lo¬ 
cated on this beautiful lake. 

Until a few years ago an “ark" which 
Noah would have envied was situated amidst 
these beautiful surroundings at the foot of the 
lake. This "ark" has now made way for the 
rushing lumber industry and the Creation of a 
modern sawmill town. Rumors are current 
that a new "ark” is to be erected very soon. 

Large sums of money have been expended 
to make this mill site permanent. Splendid 
homes have been erected for the company's, 
officials and employees. New and larger 
homes are now being built to replace the smaller 
ones erected hastily during the construction days 
of the town. Modern conveniences of every 
description are in evidence. The bunkhouses 
for the men are fitted with modern heating and, 
lighting systems, and instead of the lights "going 
out" at 9 p.ra., as is the cue in many similar 
camps, they can be seen blazina away merrily 
almost every night at midnight. There are also 
good shower baths with hot and cold water at 
all hours, while the company even boasts an 
electrically-equipped laundry. The cookhouse

What little information he gave was in a 
whisper, though at the time there wasn't any- 


hunter can climb around the mountain tides 
better than many of the young fellows. 


Joe is an excellent guide and makes quite 
a little from this when big game hunters are 
seeking some excitement. He just loves to be 
rambling in the forest along the trails he knows 
so well. 

For thirteen years Joe ran the Ark on the 
lake., One could, in the "good old days." get 
"plenty of everything to suit the tastes of the 
thirsty and the hungry," but now, Joe says, 
"she's very lame." He sold the Ark to a man 
named Clarke, but the latter only enjoyed three 
years of business when a lire destroyed the 
Ark. and as Joe humorously remarked, he 
didn't fare any better than "Noah." the only 
difference being "Noah" was in the Flood and 
"his'n was burned." . 

Joe is an expert trapptr .who knows his 
trapline thoroughly- He makes considerable 
money trapping, but says the easiest mopey he 
won recently was at a Provincial election. 

"Whet kind of game have you on the 
lake?” I asked him a short time ago. 

"Oh. well," he replied, "we have wolverine, 
wolve:, cougars, bears, deer, 'wild gecses' and 
ducks. The cougar are increasing around the 
lake, while wolves are returning after an absence 
of nearly fifteen years. They were almost wiped 
out by scurvy toMe years ago, but I was sur¬ 
prised to notice large numbers up the lake a 
winter or two ago.”

TJne of the particularly distinctive big 
game animals of northern Canada is the 
mtrek-ox. Musk-ox "usually live in bauds 
of six to twenty, but herds containing as 
many as 100 auimals have keen recorded. 
In spite of their heavy and ungginly ap- 
l<earance and the shortness of their legs, 
they run with considerable speed. When 
alarmed the herd, collects and forms a 
circle around the calves, the larger ani¬ 
mals facing the source of danger- In this 
manner they arc usually able to withstand 
the attacks of wolves, but in the past the 
Eskimos and some white men have taken 
advantage of this habit by surrounding 
a herd, from which not a-member was 
permitted to escape. This wasteful killing 
has been the cuuse of the reduction of the 
musk-ox to the alarmingly small numbers 
in which the animal exists to-day, espec¬ 
ially on the mainland of Canada. To pre¬ 
serve the remaining herds and to build 
them up to their former numbers, not 
only to save the apecies but also to pro¬ 
vide a permanent source of fowl supply 
for the future, the Department of the lii- 
"•rmr. has .through, pnjgnift {!»P 
Northwest Game Regulation* prohibited 
the taking of musk-ox in any part of the 
Northwest Territories at any season of 
the year. If it should he necessary to take 
n musk-ox for scientific or othjer pur|x>*es 
this can he done only under a special per¬ 
mit from the Minister- of the Interior. 
While there arc a number of small bands 
on the islands of the Canadian -Arctic 
archipelago the only known herd on the 
mainland ia that in the valley of the The- 
lon river east of Great Slave Lake, ahd to 
protect these animals a large area known 
the the Thelon game sanctuary has been 
set aside in which no hunting by either 
whites or natives is permitted. 

A herd which is rapidly growing under 
protection is that which grazes in the 
vicinity of Cape Spar bo on the northern 
coast of Devon island. During the last 
two patrols of the Se. Bcothic carrying 
the annual Arctic expedition stops have 
been made at Cape Sparbo, but the most 
Striking pictures, both still-and motion, 
yet obtained were those taken this year. 
In order to obtain these, 1*. A. Taverner, 
ornithologist of the National Museum, 
Detriment of Mines, and Richard Finnic, 
historian and motion picture operator of 
the 1929 expedition, took great risks but 
the results were most gratifying. 

The patrol strip Beothie, on her annual 
round of the posts in the Aretic archi¬ 
pelago, arrived off Cape Sparbo. Sloping 
down to the sea from the hills about three 
miles distant is a gently rolling plain 
well covered with mosses and lichens, and 
on this stretch of tundra roams unmo¬ 
lested a herd estimated to number about 
seventy head. From the deck of the 
Beothfc scattered hands could bo indis¬ 
tinctly seen quietly grazing. A Imnt was 
immediately lowered and a party went 
ashore. Two Eskimo dogs were also 
taken ashore ami these aided in rounding 
up a band of musk-ox which numbered 
about ten. 

At the approach of the flogs the musk¬ 
ox immediately took up theic character¬ 
istic formation, forcing, the calves into 
the protecting ring. An unbroken front 
of enormous headH and curved and men¬ 
acing horns was presented to the ap¬ 
proaching party, while angry grunts and 
snorts filled the air. -*■ 

The two photographers, Mr. Taverner 
operating bis graflex still esntera and Mr. 
Finnic a motion picture camera, immedi¬ 
ately began work.

responds ti what Is known as the ‘fdhhn" wind In 
Switzerland where It la also known aa the "snow- 
eater," a name the Chinook equally deeervea. * 
I ta coining la marked by a low arch of cloud in 
the aouthweet and after a prolonged cold apell 
the announcement of Its appearance la hailed with 
relief and delight. In the pleasure the cattle 
ah a re as well aa human beings It la e« If some 
Intolerable burden was about to be lifted for a 
little. For although there la au enjoyable aide to 
Alberta's cold ita prolongation undoubtedly la a 
strain on the constitution. So the moccasins are 
put away and^rubbers appear. Doors and windows 
fly open to admit the soft warm air.

I have 'seen 
blizzards In which the aky overhead wqa bright 
through myriads of whirling snow particles; but 
below you were the midst'of a howling gale, fatal^ 
to all sense of dtrectlon. and os Impenetrable a# a 
Sahara sandstorm at Ita height of fury. Do you 
wonder that farmers In the blizzard belt* put 
cord from house to stable to ensure finding the 
way? 

THE WELCOME CHINOOK 

But If the blizzard 1# dreaded the Chinook la 
welcomed. This warm wind la a westerly blowing 
in from the Pacific and In fact corresponds to the 
rain-bearing winds we have been experiencing 
during the holidays. By the time such a wind baa 
reached the Rockiee It has parted with both 
warmth and moist use. and li enters their eastern 
"shadow" as a cold wind. But as It pas sed down¬ 
ward from tha summits of the range the conse¬ 
quent compression of the els heats It. Chiefly 


origin of the word, though it made no prqgspa# In 
general use till it struck tha western imagination

If not take aueh cover aa you can 
from the wind, but do not venture from your 
conveyance a yard, not attempt to drive on. The 
consequences are likely to be fatal" Tha cold 


Manitoba. Their chief home la In the Dakotas. 
The name "blizzard" had originally nothing to do 
with either the prairies or winter storms. It first 
came to light In the Eastern State*, and tftt» la 
how a writer In The New York Evening Poet 
described Ita antecedents and history In 1887: 
"Along the Atlantic coast among the gunners who 
often hunt In parties stationed * near together 
behind blinds, waiting for the flocks of migratory 
birds, the word 'blizzard* means a general dis¬ 
charge of all guns, nearly but not quite together-* 
a rattling volley, differing from a broadside In 
not being quite simultaneous. This uss of th* 
word is familiar to every 'longshoreman from 
Sandy Hook to Currituck, and goes back at least 
forty years aa my own melnory attests.

"Proper ventilation la almost Impos¬ 
sible when windows have to be con¬ 
tended with. In fact, the window is 
more a necessity of custom than of 
fact Located, as they are, in vertical 
walls, windows must, during most of 
the day, receive only diffused or re¬ 


flected light. Due to the width of our 
streets and the height of our building# 
all save the topmost windows derive 
very little advantage from Hie sun dur¬ 
ing the periods before and after noon- 

"In addition, the win do# glaze tn 
most buildings shut* out the suns 
ult^|-violet rays Skyshine, which 1* as 
rich In ultra-violet as the direct ray* 
of tha sun, can only eater through 
reflection "

IfiHp i th e disease In most states 
there are laws regulating tt\* preven¬ 
tion snd control of this disease. 

When foot and mouth disease breaks 
out among herds of domestic animate 
It spreads rspldly. Incapacitating the 
animal* for normal functioning, reduc¬ 
ing their weight ahd stopping the pro¬ 
duction of milk among cows. Hence It 
has been ruled that the spread of the 
disease must be stopqod as rapidly as 
poasible and this Is usually done by 
destroying all of tM animate Ip an 
Infected hrfd. 

The most menacing of all the dis¬ 
eases affecting animals Is tuberculosis. 
There seems to be no doubt but that 
tuberculosis effecting cows may pass 
through the milk to children and pro- 
due# various forms of tuberculosis In 
them!

The beach pebbles are on the whole dark In 
color, since they^are chiefly formed from the 
country-rocks. But there are some of white and 
'fellow quarts., and not Infrequently of bright red 
Jasper, somewhat mottled. Jasper la a quarts 
colored by iron oxide and found here and there 
among the basalt* One thing Is clear from the 
pebbles: the survival of the hardest and toughest 
is the law of the beach. Worked over again and 
again by the waves, the surviving pebbles acquire 
a degree of smoothneae and polish answerable to 
their character, which la further evidenced by 
their clear ringing note when struck,egaJnst each 
other. I saw no aand anywhere along this part

The finer ms ter tala such as the clay la carried out 
into deep water, the sand and gravel farm the 
chief components of our beaches While the 
country-rock will furnish <a proportion of this 
material according to the area of it crossed by the 
Ice and worked up In Aba ground moraine much 
will be from tha distant districts and will repre¬ 
sent many different types of rock. The other 
source of material Is the freshly-eroded material 
from the bed-rock, which under the stress of aea 
and atmosphere suffers constant damage. This 
Is accentuated by the llneg of weakness such as 
Jointing cleavage, etc. In one place I saw the 
day the rock- la traversed by hundreds of 
parallel crocks a few inches apart, forming a 
piaty structure. The water driven Into these 
cracks and crevices by Itself and by the com¬ 
pression of air exercises a definite wedging action 
on tha rock, shattering It systematically. The 
broken rock la pounded by the waves until at 
length It attains the dimensions of the other 
members of the beach community.

As to tha origin of such terraces there la a 
little difficulty After great storms the shingle 
ta sometimes driven upward Inland for a short 
distance, snd high rldgss formed In this way are 
very common as one proceeds westwards. Such 
rldjes are largely responsible for the formation of 
lagoons, especially where streams enter the sea 
anp H>e ponded waters form brackish lakes. At 
other places along our West Cokst rivers are so 
affected by the long storm-beaches that Instead q( 
running directly Into the sea their courses are 
diverted, and for considerable distances they run 
parallel to the coast and behind the obstructing 
ridge. But the terraces I saw along the coast be¬ 
tween Otter Point Meadow* and Book* Bay are of 
greater extent than these snd have no trace 
whatever of being fllled-ln lagoons. Their whole 
surface la one of beach gravel. My own Interpre¬ 
tation of the phenomena is that the terraces are 
really raised beaches, built up of successive ridges 
of gravel thrown up by the sea under the pre¬ 
vailing strong westerlies, and especially those 
associated with unusually high tides. The present 
frontal ridges suffer a good deal of violent, and 
sudden erosion, as I hate experienced personally 
when camped above them, so that their existence 
Ut always precarious It iieems to me that noth¬ 
ing short of alow elevation of the land wotild 
counteract this destructive influence and enable 
the shingle to accumulate In terraces of. such 
width as tha distance between the more per¬ 
manent land and lha high-water mark permits. 
The apparent age of the terraces corresponds with 
the present rate of coastal elsvatlon according to 


or ocaan-apray appeared along the coast. Bdtfe 
very large balsam firs stand at the forest edge, 
and a solitary yew with foliage tinted like that 
of a copper-beech. The hlgh-tlde had left Its 
usual line of washed-up seaweeds, and these I 
found to be almost wholly of the red kind called 
"dulee." one of the favorite edible species, but 
not the seaweed gathered by the Chinese. It la 
not a very common plant of our waters, and I 
was all the more pleased therefore te find it 
for a considerable distance along the shore. Lovers 
of dulse, of whom there are still some, should 
look out for its dark red fronds. 

In plaoea chiefly fn the angles made by with 
the cliffs at the wrest end of the beaches.^ num¬ 
bers of shells lay on and among the shingle/Tha 
California sea-mussel t* most noticeable because 
of the great slue It sometimes attains. One valve 
I found was eight Inches long, and although com¬ 
paratively fresh It wss already settled by colon!ee 
of bryoaoa snd crowds of little circular-tubed 
worms K*y with the glow of life. Not quite sa 
common aa the mussels were the shells of the 
Oregon triton and the tabled chrytodome, both 
were In every case badly damaged, but even wh en 
the triton was split vertically it but revealed the

I returned by way of the trail which connects 
Grant's Road with Otter Point Meadows, a de¬ 
lightful wralk In itself, passing, as it does, through 
forest and thicket Just above the shore, a winding 
up-and-down path such as sll ramblers love.
